'The legitimate rise and fall in rail 
»>r*d securities Is a necessity. The 
illroads need money for Improvements 
nd they can only secure It by the 
legitimate sale of stocks and bonds. To 
have these sales restricted by law or 
controlled by Government legislation 
would be rather hard on the corpora¬ 
tions and would not be fair, to say the 
least. 

'"I believe, and I think that you will 
agree with me, that there should be 
fair dealing for everybody. The regula 
tlon of raies so that there can be no 
discrimination is perfectly fair and 
proper, and 1 am satisfied that It should 
be done.

He was 
my brother, so bright, so dear and still 
so young. His beautiful work and 
fame remain for us."

There will be 
no further hearing In the matter of 
the appointment of a lunacy commis¬ 
sion unless Justice Fitzgerald so dl 
roots after considering such affidavits 
and exhibits as are to be offered. Neith¬ 
er the jury’ nor Thaw was in court to¬ 
day, the Jury having been excused un 
til to-morrow morning at 10:30 o'clock. 
There will be a brief session at that 
time and a formal adjournment until 
Monday morning announced. By Mon 
day Justice Fitzgerald is expected to 

be ready to announce his decision.

MANY REBURN AND REPLANT 


Hopkinsville, Ky., March 21.—[Spe 
cial]—Plant bed destruction, instances 
of which were of such frequent occur 
rence last year, have broken out again 
numbers of beds having been destroyed 
during this week by sowing the plant 
beds with grass seed. Three of the 
outrages occurred near Gracey. The 
plant beds of W. R. Fourquean and W 
F. Cox, who live In this county, and 
Hezekiah Malone, through w*hose place 
passes the line between Trigg and 
Christian counties, having been thus 
tampered with. 

The worst reports come from the 
southeastern portion of Trigg county, 
where it is said that for a distance of 
about ten miles reaching from Roaring 
Spring to Saline creek, practically 
every non association farmer has been 
visited and his plant beds sowed with 
the grass seed and some of the asso¬ 
ciation members have likewise suffered 
Among those In this region w’hoee plant 
beds were visited were S. H. Moseley, 
Jack Lum and Sid Hancock and Albert 
Ledford and his share croppers. 

Mr. Ledford Is a member of the as¬ 
sociation. but his croppers are not. The 
grass seed sprout and grow' much 
faster than the tobacco and thus choke 
ouLjbq plauta upon which the farmer 
Is dependent for h!s crop. In some in¬ 
stances the farmer has reburned his 
plant bed and will reset them, but most 
of them will attempt to keep the grass 
pulled out by hand.

March 21.—Bluejackets 
and marines have been landed from the 
United States gunboat. Marietta at 
Trujillo and Ceiba and probably at 
Puerto Cortez, Honduras, in order to 
protect American interests In those 
places. Advice* to this effect were re 
ceived to-day at the Navy Department 
from Commander Fuliam, of the Mari¬ 
etta. and they were at once trans¬ 
mitted to the State Department. Ah 
yet no word has been received as to 
whether forces have been landed at 
Central American ports on the Pacific 
coast side, but undoubtedly Uhls step 
will be taken If American interests are 
considered in danger. 

The Navy Department feels that the 
action token? by Commander Fuliam 
•brings the situation completely in hand 
so far as the safeguarding of trade in¬ 
terests is concerned. In addition to the 
protection given to Americans, it is felt 
that the action of this Government will 
relieve foreign Governments of the ne¬ 
cessity off taking any steps toward 
making a naval demonstration. The 
landing of bluejackets and marines and 
the policing of both shores of the Cen¬ 
tral American republics with United 
States gunboats before trading vessels 
had been molested in any manner, or 
foreign interests Jeopardized, Is regard¬ 
ed here as a diplomatic move that will 
prevent any international complica¬ 
tions growing out of the policy of the 
United Starts* not to permit European 
demonstrations in Central American or 

South American waters.

On the return trip he will visit. In 
turn, Cuba and Porto Rico and make 
searching Investigation into the don- 
duct of affairs in those Islands. Should 
the situation In Santo Domingo not 
be Improved before he departs from 
Porto Rico, he may make a brief call 
there and straighten out whatever 
tangles may be found. 

In a few w’eeks after his return to 
Washington Secretary Taft will start 
on a still longer and more important 
trip on the Pacific. He will first visit 
AlaskA. From there he will proceed to 
Guam, the Philippines and Samoa. In 
the latter archipelago the American 
flag floats over the island of Tutulla. 
On his way back home late next au¬ 
tumn the Secretary will stop at Hawaii 
to see with his own eyes how things 
are getting along there.

—Many ihcrea-scs In appropriations and 
salaries are made in the General Ap¬ 
propriation Bill introduced in the House 
to-dsty by iiho Finance Committee. 
Judges of the Court of Civil Appeals 
are each given $1,600 per annum for 
clerical assistance. 

The expenses of the Supreme Court 
and the Court of Appeals for Marshals, 
porters and handling books is increased 
from $10,000 to $20,000. Expenses of the 
Attorney General for the State is In¬ 
creased from $2,000 to $3,000, and an ad¬ 
ditional appropriation is made for ex¬ 
penses incurred in litigation on behalf 
of the State. The salary of the Bee 
retary to the Governor is Increased from 
$1,800 to $2,000 per annum. The stenog 
rapher to the Governor Is given a sal¬ 
ary of $1,000 instead of $720. The sal¬ 
aries of all the other Capitol stenog 
raphers are increased from $720 to $900 
per year. The salary of the Chief Clerk 
to the Controller is increased $500 per 
annum. 

An aproprlation of $500 is made to 
stamp out Texas fever. The salary of 
the Secretary of the State B^xLrd of 
Health is ra Ised from $2,000 to $2,400 per 
year, and the clerk to the secretary 
frorrt $1,200 to $1,500. An emergency ap¬ 
propriation of $10,000 to prevent the 
spread of diseases is made. Appropri¬ 
ations of $5,000 are made for repairs 
at the Blind School and $12,000 for re¬ 
pairs, improvements and equipment at 
the Tennessee Industrial School.

Washington, March 21.—Brig. Gen, 
Theodore J. Win*, U. S. A., command 
ing the department of ML®souri, with 
headquarters at Omaha, died suddenly 
at a Hotel In Philadelphia to-day. He 
had gone there to undergo medical 
treatment. Gen. Wlnt was born In 
Pennsylvania In 1847. and entered the 
volunteer service In the Civil W or as 
a private. He was appointed a first 
lieutenant in 1S64. After the war he 
enlisted in the regular army as a prl 
vate and was appointed a second lieu 
tenant in 1865. He had a fine record 
as an Indian fighter In the years sue 
ceedlng the CIvU War, being partieu 
larly active in the capture of the rene¬ 
gade Indian scouts from tho San Car¬ 
los agency In Arizona In 1867. 

The Spanish War found Wlnt a major 
in command of n battalion of the Tenth 
cavalry. He was among the first of the 
American troops that went to Cuba. 
He was wounded in the log In the bat 
tie <>r Santiago, receiving an injury 
which made him permanently lam*. 
When he had recovered his health be 
was sent to the Philippines and com¬ 
manded the Second brigade at San 
Fernando Pampongan in Luzon In liLl 
and 1902. He became a Brigadier Gen¬ 
eral while engaged In this service. He 
later became commander of the depart¬ 
ment of Miss url. When It became neres. 
sary to send American troops to garrison 
Cuba last year, Gen. Wlnt was placed 
at Newport News In charge o-f the or¬ 
ganization of the first expedition. This 
was managed so admirably a« to cause 
the general stuff to record a formal ap¬ 
preciation of his effort*. He later was 
sent to Havana to relieve Gen. Beil of 
th© command of tihe American forces.

NEW CITIZENS’ LEAGUE SUES. 


Lexington. Ky.. March 21.—[Special.] 
—The suit which the Citizens’ League, 
a secret reform organization of this 
city, had threatened to bring was filed 
this afternoon In the Circuit Court. L. 
D. Harney, who Is acknowledged to be 
a member of pfte league, and was for 
several years employed as engineer of 
the Ifourthouse. is the plaintiff, "suing 
for himself and In behalf, of other tax- 
jtayers of Fayette county.” and the 
Fayette oounty Fiscal Court, compris¬ 
ing the County Judge and Magistrates, 
la made a defendant, the other defend¬ 
ant being William Ahem, jailer of 
Fayette county. The suit grows out of 
a charge made by the Citizens’ League 
that the Fiscal Court has illegally paid 
out to employes large .sums of money 
for the care of the courthouse, and to 
perform duties which the law requires 
shall be performed by the Jailer as cus¬ 
todian of the courthouse without extra 
compensation. 

It is stated in the petition that "the 
defendants, the members of the Fay¬ 
ette County Fiscal Court, without war¬ 
rant or authority of law, and in excess 
of Its Jurisdiction, has Illegally and 
wrongfully usurped and assumed to 
discharge the duties required of the 
Jailer of Fayette county, and has Ille¬ 
gally and wrongfully appropriated large 
Bums of money out of The public funds 
of said county for the superintendence, 
management and control of the court¬ 
house." 

Continuing, the petition states that 
the sum of $16,000 is expended annual¬ 
ly for this purpose, wrongfully. Ille¬ 
gally and without warrant or authority 
of law. and as relief oaks for an in¬ 
junction, 6r writ of prohibition, re¬ 
strain !ng the Fiscal Court from ap¬ 
propriating or paying out any of- the 
funds belonging to public revenues 
arising from taxation or otherwise to 
any person other than the Jailer, who is 
declared to be the legal custodian of 
the court-house and its environs, and 
from furnishing light, fuel, water and 
Janitor service, and from permitting the 
Magistrates to occupy certain offices 
free of rental contrary to law.

Charges Injury To Horses. 


This was the hottest day of the year 
In Lexington, the thermometer regis¬ 
tering 76 degrees at noon, which is 
several degrees above any previous 
mark reached since January 1. The 
warm, clear weather of the past week 
has been of great service to the farm¬ 
ers, as It has put the ground In con¬ 
dition for spring plowing, and unless 
there should be a decided change with¬ 
in the next few days, considerable land 
will be put In condition for planting, 
and early oats will be sowed. Not¬ 
withstanding the warm temperature, 
the blue grass is rather backward, the 
heavy rains and cold weather of the 
winter having so chilled the ground 
that tihe gmss has been slow In grow¬ 
ing.

NEGRO ASSASSINATED 

BY HIS OWN RACE. 


Barboundlle, Ky., March 21.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—After being out twenty' hours the 
jury In the case of Fred Stewart, 
charged with the murder of James Hig¬ 
gins. guv© a verdict of life imprisonment 
In the penitentiary to-day. No appeal 
will be taken. At a former trial Stew¬ 
art offered to take a life sentence with¬ 
out going into trial. The Insanity plea 
proved unsuccessful, although four 
physicians testified as to the mental 
capacity of Stewart. 

Stewart shot and killed James Hig¬ 
gins at North Jellico hist fall. The af¬ 
fray w'as brought about by Jealousy 
over the affections of Miss Jennie 
Green, a young society woman. Stew¬ 
art approached Higgins from the rear 
and fired three shots into him. Stewart 
escaped, and when arrested feigned In¬ 
sanity. The trial lasted all week and 
created great attention because of the 
unusual conditions. Forty witnesses 
w'ene examined on either side, the 
greater part of the testimony being In 
regard to the mental condition of Stew¬ 
art. 


Indicted For Sturgis Riot.

| Delaney and Quinn Moore, of Sturgis, 
wore indicted on the charge of man¬ 
slaughter and their bond fixed at $2,- 
000 each. Bolh men were arrested fol¬ 
lowing the Christmas labor riot at 
Sturgis, In which three men were killed 
and Quinn Moore, the big guard, and 
] a number of miners were seriously 
j wounded. 

Sued For Overpaid Salary. 

Greenville. Ky., March 21.—[Special.] 
—T. J. Sparks. ex-County Judge of 
Muhlenberg county, ha* replaced a Cir¬ 
cuit Court Judgment of $1,850, money' al¬ 
leged to have been illegally allowed 
him while County Judge. The suit was 
instituted In the name of an Individual 
and all other citizens of the county. 
The Fiscal Court refused to bring the 
suit. 

Confederate Veteran Dead. 

Carrollton, Ky., March 21.—[Special.] 
—Daniel Cox, agtd sixty-six, a Confed¬ 
erate veteran, died this morning at 4 
o’clock as the result of a stroke of 
apoplexy. Mr. Cox was a successful 
farmer. His wife, nee Barbara Vanco, 
and three .sons survive, Arthur W., who 
is County Attorney, and Benjamin and 
Kirby, w ho are farmers. 

Plans Accepted For Fair Building. 

Hardlnsburg. Ky., March 21.—Plans 
for the erection of the buildings for 
tbe Breckenridge county fair, submit¬ 
ted by Draughtsman Robert E. Moor¬ 
man, of Olendeane, have been accepted 
by the committee, and work upon the 
buildings will commence at once.

Mason of High Standing and Former 
Union Soldier. 

London, Ky.. March 21.—[Special.]— 
GeorgeW. Collier, an ex-Union soldier, 
a Mason of high standing and one of 
the best-know*n men in Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky, died of kidney disease at his 
home In this city at 4 o'clock this aft¬ 
ernoon. after an Illness of over four 
years, during nearly all of which time 
he had been confinod to hts bed. The 
funeral will be at the residence to¬ 
morrow* afternoon at 3 o’clock, conduct¬ 
ed by Rev. J. D. Redd, of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, South, assisted by 
Rev. J. W. Bogle, of the Baptist church.

OLD SUITS BY MILITIA 


Again Called For Trial In Knox Cir¬ 
cuit Court 

Barbourville, Ky.. March 21.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—The suits of various members of 
the old Company B. Second regiment, 
Kentucky State Guards, against the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Com¬ 
pany for alleged damages sustained by 
Inadequate service when they were tak¬ 
en to Gov. Beckham's first Inaugura¬ 
tion, were called for trial In the Knox 
Circuit Court to-day. 

These suits have been in the court 
for the past seven years and no de¬ 
cision has yet been rendered. Each 
complainant is suing for $10,000 dam¬ 
ages. alleging to have suffered from the 
bad car service while being transported 
to Frankfort. Twice have test cases 
resulted In hung Juries, and several oth¬ 
er eaaes have been withdrawn before 
being tried out. Great expense has 
been entailed during the seven years' 
litigation, some of the best lawyer* in 
this section being employed on each 
side.

If it is 
seen that there Is no other way of 
bringing In Eastern trains It Is* the 
Souther Pacific Company's Intention to 
run a train to and from Sacramento to 
Fresno, thence north by way off Mo¬ 
desto, Tracy and Niles into Oakland, 
& distance of 734 tulles. Not an East¬ 
ern train left to-day via the Ogden 
route.

Mt. Sterling, Ky., March 21.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—A novel and uncommon suit has 
been filed in the Montgomery Circuit 
Court against the city of Mt. Sterling by 
Ailmanza Byrd through his attorneys, 
E. W. Senff and John A. Judy, of this 
city. Mr. Byrd sues the city for $75, 
which, he alleges, to be due him for 
Illegal fines Imposed on him and col¬ 
lected by the city. An ordinance passed 
by the City Council several years ago 
allowed the Police Judge to tax $3 for 
costs to every fine—$2 for attorney's fee 
and $1 for the arresting officer. Within 
the past five years several hundred 
fines have been levied in this manner. 
In on opinion recently rendered by the 
Court of Appeals It declare* such fees 
Illegal, with the exception of fifty cents 
for the officer making the arrest. 

Mr. Byrd ha* been arrested In the lost 
five years thirty times and, having paid 
his fines each time, ha* filed this test 
suit to recover the Illegal part of the 
money paid. The case, wtiich will come 
up at the April term of court, will be 
watched with intense Interest by all 
the attorneys at the bar In this city 
and in the State, as the result will bo 
of great Importance to them. This is 
the on»ly suit of the kind on record in 
Kentucky, and If Mr. Byrd win* Messrs. 
Fenff & Judy have 360 other suits of 
similar nature which they will file at 
once. 

Tho suit filed by Mr. Byrd will be 
vigorously defended by the city, for, 
under this ordinance, persons have been 
fined In Police Court to the amount of 
several thousand dollars, and If this suit 
goes against the city it will doubtless 
have the amount to pay back. Mr. 
Byrd Is a prosperous farmer residing 
near this city and Is well known.

Other Concerns Implicated. 


A damage suit for $260,000 was brought 
yesterday by the Central Stockyards 
CVwnpnny, now In the hands of a re¬ 
ceiver. against tho Bourbon Stockyards, 
It* competitor, and Ur. Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Company, in which 
both defendants one accused of a delib¬ 
erate conspiracy to destroy the plaintiff’s 
bu*hne?a This suit Is a result of the ac¬ 
tion for Injunction which the CervLml 
Stockyards Company, after much litiga¬ 
tion, finally scoured against the Louht- 
villo mid Nashville ILaJlncuul Company 
and under the terms of which the railroad 
wo* supposed to have been prevented 
from pursuing its alleged policy of dlver- 
Mon of cue* of cattle from the plain tiff’s 
pCont to that of the Bourbon Company. 

Tho court appointed J. H. Ashcraft. 
Jr., receiver of tho Central Stockyards 
and qualified him to represent all the 
bondholders and creditors. Tho action 
stands in his name. 

The plaintiff company established Its 
stockyard* in 1901 in Jeffe-TBon county, 
near tl»e city Uinta*. nine mile* from the 
Ixmlsvlll© and Nashville terminals. It is 
averred, however, that the tracks of the 
Skmtheim Railway Company passed di¬ 
rectly by the stockyard* and that that 
company eeBabltehed a station at the 
yards. Before the formation of tho al¬ 
leged conspiracy between the two defend¬ 
ants It Is averred that it was customary 
for thwo two railroads and all atlver rail¬ 
roads having podn-ta of actual connection 
to switch cars from on© read to the spurs 
of tho i*ther rood;* for tiie convenience of 
shippers. The plaintiff declares that there 
are two ©uch points of cvmnoetkwi between 
'the 1 »uUtv]: 1;© and Nashville and the 
Southern, ono at the Fourth-avenue 
crowing rund one ait Seventh and Magno¬ 
lia »tre«n*. 

It was agreed by tho Southern Railway 
to tak.- car* from the Louisville and 
Nashville tracks to tii© Central ritoek- 
yonds and to stand responsible for 
charges and the prampt return of empt¬ 
ies Thda arrange i iR-nt, the plaintiff say*, 
it had a rtgbt to expect, as it was ordin¬ 
ary' practice among raJLrouds It is 
averred that the Louisville and Nashville 
extend* through a large cattle-raising 
country tributary to Louisville. Con¬ 
signments of stock from this territory 
could only be shipped to the plaintiff 
company over th© tracks of the Louisville 
and Nashville. 

Itt Is alleged that on or before Novem¬ 
ber 4, 1901, the two defendant ooniftfinle* 
dkl "jnallckmsily, unlawfully and wilfully 
conspire, combine, confederate and ugr*a 
to estrange and alienate the commission 
merchants from the yard* of ph tint iff 
company and to restrain and alienate 
the patrons, customers and acquaintance* 
<yf the cvnnmlssFhiu merchants and to ruin, 
oppnr«<% bankrupt and Impoverish the said 
Central Stockyards Company and to 
drive It out of the stockyard* business.’’

Illegal Contract Alleged. 


It Is further charged by the plaintiff 
that tho Bourbon 8tookyanl* Company 
entered into a conspiracy with the com¬ 
mission merchants at it* plant whereby 
it increased Its capitalisation $300.0h0 and 
donated to the commission merchants 
and tho Louisville Packing Company and 
the Conrad Provtslon Company $200,000 
worth of said stock in consideration of 
nn agreement from them to do business 
exclusively at the Bourbon Stockyard* 
and to use all their efforts to divert stock 
from every other yard. 

The plaintiff says that the Louisville 
and Nashville ha* never really observed 
the order of court requiring delivery* of 
cattle at th© Central Stockyards Com¬ 
pany. but has diverted several thousand 
carloads of live stock to the Bourbon 
yards to the great damage of the plaint¬ 
iff.

It is sincerely to be hoped tha«t Mr. 
Domrojcta's expectation that witlhln a 
few years Loulsvi Ue will have a per¬ 
manent symphony orchestra wifi be 
realized, \ 

Recent yeans have witnessed a mar¬ 
velous growth of wraith In Louisville. 
There has been a revolution in ma¬ 
terial and industrial conditions. There 
is no city in the country that can 
point to such a record of building, pros¬ 
perity, expansion and business activity 
In proportion to population and in com¬ 
parison with previous figures. Greater 
Louisville has arrived. Indeed. 

But in the aesthetic field Louisville 
has not advanced a step. In the arts 
we are no better off than we were ten 
years ago. In some respects we are 
worse off. 

A city that la concerned only In com 
mercial works does not offer Its ta¬ 
li a bi tacts all that makes life worth 
while. It does not grow in Intellectual¬ 
ly and reftnemenL It does not provide 
Its people uplifting influences that 
make for a softening of their natures 
and the exaltation of their tastes. To¬ 
day Louisville citizens tvbo crave the 
best In music starve. Now and then 
wo have a piano or song recital by 
some celebrity, but one piano or one 
voice furnishes a feeble substitute for 
the eloquent and clastic orchestra. If 
we want tho master works of master 
composers, tho great symphonies and 
symphonic poems of Beethoven. Liszt 
Belloz, TscihaJlcowsky, Dvorak. Schu¬ 
mann and tho like, we must go else 
where to hear them. If we stay at 
home we do not g*t them. 

One of the first stops toward Louis¬ 
ville’s aesthetic regeneration should be 
the acquisition of an orchestra capable 
of playing tho great works in an ar¬ 
tistic stylo. Until by means of such 
an orchestra LouisvHie people have an 
opportunity to develop a musical s^ntw? 
Louisville will continue to be regarded 
as a sterile field. So little symphonic 
music Is hoard here that It la strange 
to the rnaeaea of the population. Many 
persons imagine they do not like 1L 
AH the while, famiUkuiiy with tts no- 
• b 11 lay. It© grandeur, Its moaning and 
Its mekxly would breed In some of the 
most skojAlool a surprising love for 1L 
It is tho chance to develop an appetite 
that is needed. An appetite hungers for 
only what It knows about. 

The Music Festival movement Is ad¬ 
mirable. It Is designed to stimulate a 
mrualc appetite. But Vrut/*rvaJei of two 
years are rather long to ba efficient 
In creating a spontaneous demand for 
music among the people. A symphony 
concert every two weeks would be more 
productive. A permanent orchestra Is 
what we r»od most, after alt. It would 
be a dynamo to give power to all 
branches of aesthetic activity. It 
would make Beethoven, Tachaikowsky 
and the great constellation of com¬ 
posers something nyone than nam««. It 
Is to be hoped, be ft rspeatad, that Mr. 
Damroaoh’s expectations will be real¬ 
ized. 


Rural Roads. 

That was a sensible presentatLou of 
the value of good roads which a Ken¬ 
tucky Itepreseertative gave In an inter¬ 
view. More and more do Americans 
realize the part roads play In every 
day affairs and the share they contrib- 
lita to commerce, and if the feeling coa- 


Unfairness Rebuked. 

The Appellate Court, in declaring un¬ 
constitutional the redlstrlcUng bill 
passed by the General Assembly of 
1908, rebuked unfairness In strong 
terms and leaves the mistaken leaders 
who planned the act In a position at 
once humiliating to themselves or d 
embarrassing to the Democratic par¬ 
ty in Kentucky. 

In the opinion of the Appellate Court 
the CVmetitutlon does not provide that 
equality of representation shall be ex¬ 
act. but that It shall be such as is sug¬ 
gested by ordinary knowledge and a 
sense of common Justice. The act un¬ 
der discussion Is held to be grossly vio¬ 
lative of Section 33 of tho Constitution, 
in that the injunction as to equality 
between districts was not even pretend¬ 
ed to bo obeyed by the General Assem¬ 
bly. 

“We have before us," says the court, 
twelve Democratic counties, each con¬ 
stituting a separate district, the popu¬ 
lation of the largest of which is 12,137 
and the smallest 7,407, each given a Rep- 
resentative. • • • The unit for represen¬ 
tation la 21,471. Some of these counties 
have less than one-haif of the unit of 
representation, and the rest have little 
more than one-half, while there are 
twelve Re publican districts, composed 
In a large part of two or three coun¬ 
ties each, the smallest of which dis¬ 
tricts has a population of 30,615, and the 
largest 53.282. The first twelve dis¬ 
tricts, composed of one county each, 
have an aggregate population of 124.- 
933, while the aggregate population of 
the second twelve districts is 486.451. 
Tho first twelve districts are entitled 
to six Representatives tested by the 
average ratio, but are given twelve/ 
In the language of tho court. “equall- 
ty of representation Is ft vital principle 
of Democracy, and In proportion as this 
la denied the Government becomes oli¬ 
garchical or monarchical, and repub¬ 
lican institutions become Impossible." 
An excerpt from the opinion follow^: 
•'Inequality of representation Is a tyran- 
ny to which no people worthy of freedom 
will submit tamely. To say that a man 
In Spencer county shall have seven times 
as much Influence In governing the State 
a* a man in Ohio, Butler and Edmonson 
counties, Is to say that six men in thc90 
counties are not represented In the Gov¬ 
ernment at all; they are required to sub¬ 
mit to taxation without representation. 
It was this kind of oppression which 
inspired that great struggle for freedom 
which begdli on the green at Lexington 
In 1775, and ended at Yorktown In 1781. 
Equality of representation is the basis of 
patriotism. No citizen will or ought to 
love the State which oppresses him." 

Honesty Is always the host policy, in 
the business of Government a£ well as 
in private business. Law-making bodies 
that do not recognize the principle as 
tho basis of successful government, not 
less than the promoters of business 
enterprises, build their house* upon the 
sand, and in time the winds blow and 
tho rains fail a* surely as night follows 
day. 

The Democratic party in Kentucky 
must retain its supremacy, not by ger¬ 
rymanders oonducted under the rule 
of the game of chuck-a-luck, under the 
guidance of short-sighted politicians, 
but by getting back to first principles 
and appealing to the majority, not by 
protestations of a degree of honesty and 
decency never possessed and never to 
be possessed by the Republicans, but 
by the;proof of it. 

Kentuckians neither love nor trust 
Republican rule. They are not likely 
to saddle It upon themselves unless It 
be for the purpose of reading a lesson to 
some very “practical" politicians who 
regard a party emblem as a banner un¬ 
der which to march Into offices of 
emolument, wVth or without honor* 
rather than as a guarantee of good 
government. In touching^upon the re- 
dlsrtrlctlng act of 1893 the Appellate 
Court makes a suggestion that might 
well be taken as a hint. A Democratic 
Legislature will be elected next fall. 
Lt should go to Frankfort pledged to 
correct whatever evils exist under the 
law referred to. The cloud upon the 
horizon Is something bigger than a 
man's hand. Another rain-making 
movement like that which resulted in 
the enactment of the gerrymander law 
of 1008 might cause a storm of no small 
proportions and of far-reaching re¬ 
sults. 

In discharging its duty fearlessly the 
Appeltaite Court has done valuable 
service to the State, and incidentally 
dropped a word to the wise which 
should be sufficient. 


Foraker In the Black Belt. 

Down at Jackson, Miss., the other day 
the negro Republicans met and, under 
the guidance of Rose/** ftimmons, a 
Ntw York negro lieutenant of Senator 
Forukor, adopted resolutions denounc¬ 
ing tli* Roosevelt Administration nnd 
opoeitirophteing Foraker. It in said that 
rite meeting was the beginning of * se¬ 
ries of Foraker meetings to be held in 
the South, and that the hero of tho 
Brownsville incident expects to array 
till the blacks against the- President be- 
tween now and the convening of the 
Republican National Convention. He 


should have little difficulty In accom¬ 
plishing his purpose. 

Since reconstruction days the negro 
in the South has mistaken his worst 
adviser for his best friend. Like tho 
carpetbagger who went Into the cotton 
States after the Civil War to tell freed- 
men that they could dominate State 
politics and domineer over tire whites, 
thitf they could live without working, 
many the daughters of their former 
masters and enjoy plug hats and social 
prominence forever and a day* If they 
would be advised by their friends, Mr. 
Foraker goes into the South In 1907 as 
the champion of the negro for the pur¬ 
pose of arraying him against tho»? most 
Interested In his welfare, well knowing 
that he is guided chiefly by his emo¬ 
tions and is wax in the hands of the 
agitator who proclaim^ himself for the 
negro, right or w^rong, and proclaims 
It loudest when wrong. 

President Roosevelt, who makes a 
distinction between the negro and the 
negro outlaw, Is a much better friend 
of the race than Mr. Foraker. Even 
Mr. TiWman, of Booth Carolina, breath¬ 
ing fire and brimstone at the Black 
Demon, is at heart no worse enemy of 
the race than the politician who ral¬ 
lies the negroes by an appeal to race 
prejudice to use them for hi* own po¬ 
litical end&

mer Mr. Foraker has set about pltahlng 
Into It—

“Double, double, toll and trouble,''

(Xu* Policy In Cuba, 

The United State* Governrhont has 
linervened In Cuba, and a provisional 
government under Mr. Magoon, ap. 
pointed by the President of the United 
States, Is In charge. So far we have 
a definite Cuban policy, but beyond 
this we run Into the region of the un¬ 
knowable. How long we are to stay, 
what we shall do while we remain, are 
questions which attract little attention 
In this country. In Cuba they are dis¬ 
cussed with ft good deal of heat, but 
without reaching anything resembling 
an agreement. 

Tho so-called Liberal party was the 
cause of tho Intervention by render¬ 
ing the continuance of tho Palma gov¬ 
ernment Impossible. Its leaders are 
anxious to take charge of public af¬ 
fairs nnd run them after their own 
fashion. But the idea that they can 
give the Island an orderly and stable 
government that will observe Its obli¬ 
gations toward the United Bteles and 
all mankind is not entertained by any¬ 
body but themselves. The business ele¬ 
ment Is sincerely afraid of any such 
government, and largely deeii'oii the 
United States to stay. Many are out¬ 
spoken for annexation, but others ap¬ 
pear Indifferent and keep aloof from 
politics. It is not improbable that many 
refrain from participation In politics 
because their position is unpopular and 
would have a damaging effect on their 
business. The formation of a conserva¬ 
tive party in Cuba is, therefore, dif¬ 
ficult, and the fear of the Liberals doe* 
not seem to promote It. 

Meantime, the foreign element In the 
population of Cuba are practically 
unanimous In deprecating the with¬ 
drawal of the United States. In such 
an event they freely predict that anar* 
chy would prevail, that neither life nor 
property would be safe. Moreover, It 
Is represented that we cannot with¬ 
draw without the consent of the other 
nations that have recognized our power 
In Cuba, such as Great Britain, franco 
and Russia By taking charge there, 
lt Is argued, we have made ourselves 
responsible to others for orderly gov¬ 
ernment and the discharge of Cuba's 
treaty obligations to other powers. 

The Government of the United States 
Intervened In Cuba In accordance with 
a provision of the Platt amendment, 
which wo* also made a part of the 
Cuban Constitution. The provision on 
the subject lays down the reasons for 
which this country may Intervene 
“few the preservation of Cuban inde¬ 
pendence. for the nia^ntenanoe o>f a 
Government adequate for the protec¬ 
tion of life, property and Individual lib¬ 
erty, and for discharging the obliga¬ 
tions with respect to Cuba. Imposed by 
the treaty of Paris in the United 
Slates, now to be assumed and under¬ 
taken by the Government of Cuba." 
Hence it Is argued by Secretary Root 
that our Government in Cuba, although 
called provisional. Is nevertheless the 
1 constitutional government of the re¬ 
public. The right of tho United States 
to intervene is undoubtedly constitu¬ 
tional in Cuba whenever the necessity 
mentioned ta the Constitution arises. 
That It did arise seems to be every¬ 
where conceded, and the de facto Gov¬ 
ernment actijiaidy requested it. Having 
oon*tUut tonally Intervened the Govern¬ 
ment of the United States may remain 
as long as the condition requiring it 
continues. Having gone to Cuba for 
the purposes named Jn the Platt amend¬ 
ment, it can hardly withdraw until 
those purpose* be accomplished. It 
may be that the Liberal party has 
bock of it a majority of the Cuban 
people, but tihat does not matter un¬ 
less it is prepared to give the Island 
the sort of government whlah the Con¬ 
st Rut Ion says should be maintained. 
The sort of government which the Lib¬ 
eral party is prepared to give the 
Island may be Inferred from the state¬ 
ment that it is largely led by irrsur- 
gwu Generals, and made up of the 
half-savage i>egroes who formed the 
rank uxid file cl their army. These 


military politicians are admitted to 
have promised their followers to turn 
Havana over to them to be plundered, 
and this would have been done but for 
the tlmoly arrival of the American 
forces. It is pretty evident that to 
withdraw in favor of such a crowd, 
even if it did not lend to the anarchy 
predicted, would utterly fall to give to 
Cuba that orderly and stable govern¬ 
ment for the maintenance of which we 
Intervened. 

The prospect of our getting out of 
Cuba speedily Is not good by any 
means. We have Incurred two sorts of 
obligations to this Island. We Intervened 
to put an end to Spanish rule with a 
declaration that we were not actuated 
by any purposes of self-aggrandize- 
menu We forced the Platt amendment 
Into the Cuban's Constitution and 
thereby acquired the right to Intervene 
for certain purposes. Thoee purposes 
led to our Intervention and they have 
not been accomplished nor la their ac¬ 
complishment in sight. When there Is 
an assurance of an orderly Government 
such as we are pledged to maintain we 
may withdraw, but when are we likely 
to get such an assurance? Shall we 
ever get it? The probability of it seems 
remote. It may not be Impossible, but 
thoseyvho think It will never come are 
numerous both in the United States and 
In Cuba. Meantime we seem to be play¬ 
ing a waiting game. 

Alas, the Chicago Evening Post, 
usually a well-balanced an«4 self-pos¬ 
sessed Journal, ha* lost Rs head. For 
Instance: 

“Somehow or other the Impression once 
prevailed, out here at least, that Mr. Je¬ 
rome was a great lawyer, but his recent 
actions and the manner In which Mr. Del¬ 
inks has handled him lwive torn great 
rents In this belief and left us only the 
tattered remnants which flutter pathetic¬ 
ally in the bleak wind* of March. By his 
treatment of Evelyn Thaw during her 
cross-examination and by hi* subsequent 
more or less futile although Vicky action.*, 
tile State's lawyer has won, not the ad¬ 
miration, but the contempt of a large ma¬ 
jority of the people. Whether or not he 
is fighting a losing battle is aside from 
the main Issue, for defeat can be as hon¬ 
orable If not a* much acclaimed as vic¬ 
tory. Mr. Jerotne, however, ha* discarded 
honor as & "hampering garment and has 
staked everything upon the final outcome 
of guilty or not guilty. Hi* friends will 
regret the method* to which he ho* seen 
fit to resort They reflect credit on neith¬ 
er the man nor his office, and whatever 
may bo the verdict In the Thaw trial Mr. 
Jerome ha* lost the respect of thousands 
who once admired even If they did not 
know him." 

What would you have Mr. Jerome 
do? mace the hysterical tumult of the 
yellow sheets above his sworn <Vuty 
and throw up tho sponge? Surrender, 
with apologies, to the wily attorney for 
the defense? SU silent and inactive 
and allow the defense to perpetrate 
any bit of theatrical lam and cooked-up 
sensation it may have a mind to with¬ 
out seeking to puncture It? What do 
you think a Prosecuting Attorney Is 
for, anyhow? Besides, do not forget 
that It was not Mr. Jerome but Mr. 
Del mas who had Evelyn Thaw “ex¬ 
pose her soul" and lay bsrc the scan¬ 
dal* of her yfe. Mr. Jerome merely 
cross-examined her. 

The passage of the amendment to the 
doauatured alcohol aot, which goes Into 
operation in September, raises the ques¬ 
tion how fox it will permit of distilla¬ 
tion by farmers. Senator Hanabrough, 
who was very efficient in getting tho 
amended act passed, suggests that tho 
Secretary of Agriculture Issue a circu¬ 
lar on the subject for the Information 
of farmers and others. But we have 
still to hear from the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, for new regulations 
will be needed for the new law. Until 
these are issued a circular from the 
Agricultural Department would be pre¬ 
mature, or at least would have to be 
supplemented. Tho hope Is expressed 
that the new regulations may be is¬ 
sued as early a* July 1, which will be 
two months before the law takes effect. 
When these are available a circular 
from the Agricultural Department 
would be in order. 
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Miss Margaret Anglin contribute* to 
a magazine an Illuminating article in 
which Bhe declares that the house¬ 
keeper must be able to “hold the house 
at all times In the hollow of her hand."

While George Washington, a devout 
churchgoer, worshiped In many 
churches In the United States, there Is 
only one that ha* the distinction of 
having been designed by him. This Is 
Pohrtck church, about seven miles from 
Mount Vernon. He ga/ve both money 
and labor to it* building, and was ves¬ 
tryman there for a long while. It was 
begun in 1764. and finished In 1773. Dar¬ 
ing a part of the last century ft was 
In decay, but history-loving people will 
save It from further dissolution. It was 
in this church that the eccentric Mason 
Weems preached. Weems was the bi¬ 
ographer of Washington who Is ac¬ 
cused of manufacturing the cherry-tree 
story, yet whose book was immensely 

popular and still has a good sale. 

• • • 

Washington also had a membership 
In Christ Church, Alexandria, the best 
preserved of all the old Virginia fanes. 
Here the first President paid the high¬ 
est price for a pew, and this has been 
kept by some member of hi* family ever 
since. It was In this churchyard that 
Washington and his neighbors gathered 
on Sunday mornings in 1774 and gravely 
discussed the advisability of revolting 
against England. It was here that he 
came nine years later, the conquering 
hero, the retired leader of a victorious 
army, and worshiped as simply and as 

quietly as any" other citizen. 

• • • 

On the recedpt of the news that the 
British army had retired from America 
a great service of thanksgivtag was 
held In Christ Church. Wreatlw and 
mottoes adorned the wall and the min¬ 
ister preached from the text “Yea, thou 
shall see thy children’s children and 
peace upon Israel/* The decorations 
were kept In place until Washington's 
return In time for the Christmas cele¬ 
bration the next week. The church was 
kept open for dally prayer during the 
period of the War of 1812, while the 
English ships swung at anchor at the 
wharve* demanding all the city’s porta¬ 
ble propert} r for Ha ransom. Perhaps 
the prayers saved lt, for the vessels 
eventually draw away without damage 
to the town. Christ Church seems to 
have had an early faith ta the execu¬ 
tive ability of women, for two of the 
early sextons were women, marching 
sedately down the aisles and locking 
the pew doors with all the dignity of 
their masculine predecessors. The 
church was said to h&vo been designed 
by one Jcunes Wren* a descendant of 

Sir Christopher Wren.

'Washington also held membership ta 
Fails church, & lilLlo further up the 
river. On account of i'ts lylrng between 
the line* in the Civil War, the rector 
was In continual doubt as to whether 
it would be a*feel to pray foe “tho 
Piveldent of the United State*/' or “the 
President of the Confederate States," 
os the prayer-book* of tho opposing 
factions decreed.

Boston, Is the successor to the one In 
which Petri Revere 1* said to have hung 
hi* signal light* on that April night af 
long ago.

because U harbored “a nest of traitor*.". 
It was from the pulpk of the present 
church that the first crusade against 
liquor in this country wma begun, the 
leader being Henry Wore.

Th© following extracts from the able 
address of Mr. C. It. Kegtpy. Master State 
Grange of the State ot Washington, wlU 
ta found of interest to all taxpayers *n 
Kentucky, but spec ally to our farmers: 

‘ Taxation—! urg«* every Grange* In this 
State to take up the study ot taxation 
ln all Its phases earnestly and seriously 
during the coming year, for 1 feel very 
strongly that we farmers have hardly 
realized th© tremendotia importance of 
thoroughly understanding the fundament¬ 
al principle* of taxation We have an 
Immense variety of taxes, national, State 
and local. • • • These are question* 
to which we must give most serious at¬ 
tention. 

’State Taxation—Iii considering th* 
subject of State taxes. In the brief tlm* 
I have been able t*. give It since my 
mind has been fully aroused to it* Im¬ 
portance. I have come to doubt very 
much the wisdom of our proff*mt mcth«Hl 
of aascAftlng State taxes. Section 2 of 
Article 7 of our State Constitution i* a* 
follows: 

(Thl* section Is similar to our Ken¬ 
tucky Constitution except, that provi#* 
Um for a deduction of debts J* made a 
very Important matter.) \ 

"The above constitutional provision Is 
similar to that of many of tne Western 
States and enjoins a system of taxation 
which ha* been tried in practically all 
the States of the Union. It requires th* 
Application of the same rules of taxation 
to forms of property totally different m 
character. Most of the older States, such 
as New York, Connecticut. Massachu¬ 
setts. New Jersey and Pennsylvania, havn 
Constitutions which Impose no reelralnt 
on the power of th© Legislature, or very 
llttl* more restraint than that Imposed 
by the Federal Constitution. Thoa* 
States have developed system* of taxa¬ 
tion more ln harmony with modern con¬ 
ditions than the tax system of Washing¬ 
ton, and they art at liberty to make con¬ 
stant change and Improvement, a* ex¬ 
perience at home and abroad riemonstrat* 
the advantage of new methods.

It 
would not be difficult to point out ex¬ 
ample* of tax Iaws In other States and 
countries that nr© better n/lapted to the 
conditions ln our 8t*t© than our own 
laws can be under tl)e Constitution. 

“It Is an absolute essential that th* 
StAte shall b* freed from th# dead hand 
of a medieval Constitution. Improvement 
Is impossible so long as we are bound 
with these constitutional chains. During 
th© year I hop© every subordlnant Grange 
will give considerable time to th* dis¬ 
cussion of this mAtter to the end that 
we shall be prepared to act Intelligently 
on tho subject at our next annual ses¬ 
sion.’’

NEW LAW NOW IN EFFECT. 


Arguments were made before Judge 
Harry C. Montgomery, of the Clark Cir¬ 
cuit Court, In Jeffersonville and taken 
under advisement yesterday in the suits 
of the State of Indiana ex rel. the 
school trustee® of the town of Charles¬ 
town, Imd.. against John M. Dong, Wil¬ 
liam F. Work and Edward B. Long; 
the Rime against Edward G. Runyon, 
David H. Coombs and Louis C. Morri¬ 
son; the same against John C. Lewman, 
Sarah E. Conover. Henry Smith and 
David B. Huffstetter, for the recovery 
from each of the three principals and 
their bondsmen the sum of $60. It Is 
alleged In the complaint that Long, 
Runyon and Lewman while serving as 
members of the Charlestown School 
Board received $49 each that did not be¬ 
long to them, the remaining $11 being 
asked os interest. 

When Long, Runyon and Lewman 
became school trustees Uie salary at¬ 
tached to the office was $50 per year, 
but the Town Board thought that was 
entirely too much and Adduced It to $1. 
which is the same as now. The three 
were not satisfied with their pay and 
voted themselves $50 each. In turn the 
Town Board filed suit against Long, 
Runyon and Lewman and their bonds¬ 
men to recover $49 it was alleged they 
were not entitled to. The demurrer was 
based on the ground that $1 was not 
salary and on attempt is being made 
to throw the suits out of court from 
thfs fact. 

The demurrer was met by an answer 
from Ed C. Hughes. Town Attorney, 
that the board had absolute right to 
fix the salaries of school trustee® at 
any sum it saw fit and that the body 
performed a legislative act in doing so 
that could not be questioned. In up¬ 
holding the demurrer it was argued that 
|1 per year could not be considered 
recompense for a man’s time and that 
the members of the board were entitled 
to something for their work. It was 
admitted that the Town Board had a 
right to fix a salary, but $1 could not 
be classed as pay for working one year 
and was not only unjust, but out of all 
reason. 


NEW PRESCRIPTION 


Needed Each Time Victim Wants To 
Buy “Dope.” 

The discovery has been made. It is 
claimed, that every druggist in Jeffer¬ 
sonville who has been selling opium, 
morphine or cocaine to any person ad¬ 
dicted to the use of the drugs without 
a written proscription has been violat¬ 
ing the law and they are liable to a 
fine of not loss than $10 nor more than 
$50 for each offense. 

The cause of the discovery is a new 
law enacted at the last Legislature 
that originated in the house. This 
makes it unlawful to sell, barter or give 
away morphine, orplum or cocaine to 
any person without a written prescrip¬ 
tion, without regard to whether they 
grr* habitual users. Under the act It Is 
the presumption that each prescription 
filed away lias been filled, whether it 
la so stamped or not, and that a new 
&ne must be secured for each purchase. 
Imprisonment may be added under th** 
new law to thp fine of from $10 to $50.

In addition there are hundreds of 
wage workers who would open deposit 
accounts that now find it inconvenient 
to go to the business center of the 
city, where the present banks are sit¬ 
uated. There are now in the banks and 
trust companies of New Albany over 
$2,000,000 of deposits, and, it U believed, 
tihait tho proposed new enterprise will 
come tn for its shore of tho business. 
Those at the hood of the movement are 
axuarug tho moat enterprising citizens of 
the Fas* End. It is the intention If 
the proje<*t materializes, to start with 
a carjrttal stock of $60,000, and the place 
of business of the new bank will be 
located on Vincennes street, near Elm 
or Oak._._ 

Assailant Unknown. 

A fftrange story came to New Albany 
yesterday from Harrison county. Hen¬ 
ry Peper, a wealthy farmer, died at his 
home near Corydon, twenty miles from 
New Albany, last Tuesday. That night 
his daughter. Miss Emma Peper, and 
his daughter-in-law. Mrs. William Pa¬ 
per, were sitting In the room wdth the 
corpse. About midnight they were 
suddenly assaulted and knocked un¬ 
conscious to the floor, wh^re they were 
found later by members of the family, 
still unconscious.

failuj-o j^*st^rdri*y morning at his apart- 
men*Is in tihe Roasmore, 750 Fourtlh ave¬ 
nue. For a month he had been ill of 
the grip and rtoouirnatisnv, but for tho 
past few days ho had been much Im¬ 
proved, and Wednesday, In company 
with Mrs. Lorre, took a trolley ride to 
Fontaine Ferry Park.

"Maj. Henry M. Lone was a Con¬ 
federate soldier of as high and heroic 
a record os any soldier of either the 
Federal or Confederate army who ever 
Mved in Louisville, 

“He was a son of Dr. Lane, was bom 
In CrawfordsvlUe, Ind., in November, 
1S39, and was lmmedlatefly related to 
Gen, H. 8. Lane, & distinguished sol¬ 
dier and public man of that State, and 
at one time a United States Senator. 

"Dr. Lane, the father of Maj. H. M. 
Lane, wdth his family of young chil¬ 
dren, moved to Texas at on early date, 
and Maj. Lane was educated In the 
Bastrop Military Academy of that 
States 

“In 1858 or 1859. Gen. Sara Houston, 
of Texas, appointed Henry M. Lane a 
Lieutenant of a company in one of the 
two regiments of Texas Rangers, or¬ 
ganized under the laws of Texas to 
co-opferate with the United States 
troops, and protect the Texan frontier 
on tho Rio Grande. 

•'At the beginning of tho late war be¬ 
tween the States, H. M. Lane volun¬ 
teered In one of the regiments of cav¬ 
alry which afterward became a port of 
Ector’s brigade. Immediately preceding 
the Battle of Shiloh, In 1862, this Te^s 
brigade was dismounted by Gen. Von 
Dorn and brought to Corinth to en¬ 
gage In that great battle, with tho dis¬ 
tinct understanding and promise on the 
part of the Confederate Government 
that after the Battle of Shiloh they 
were to be remounted as cavalrymen, 
which promise, however, was never 
recognized or kept by the Confederate 
Government, and from that time until 
the end of the war they were infantry 
Instead o-f cavalry soldiers.

Saw Service In Kentucky. 


Charles Winkler, a well-known busi¬ 
ness man of Louisville, died of pneumo¬ 
nia at 9:30 o'clock Wednesday night at 
his home, 618 East Broadway. Mr. Wink¬ 
ler was taken 111 two weeks ago. At first 
It was thought that he w*as merely suf¬ 
fering from the grip, but later It de¬ 
veloped that hla ailment was pneumonia. 
His death was not unexpected, as his 
condition was very grave during the last 
few days 

Mr. Winkler was sixty-four years of 
age. and was a native of T,oulsvllle. H«* 
whs the son of the late Peter Winkler, a 
pioneer grocer of Louisville, who associ¬ 
ated hU son in business with him when 
he attained his majority. Mr. Winkler 
was in the gre>cery business all his life, 
being president of the wholesale grocery 
firm of P. Winkler's Sons, at Floyd and 
Market streets, at the lime of his death 
At one tlm*» he was treasurer of th* 
Louisville Wholesale Grocers’ Association, 
and for thirty years he was 11 director 
in the German insurance Bank. 

Mr. Winkler l£ survived by his wife, 
who was Miss Julia Wolf before her 
marriage, and two daughters—Mrs. Geo. 
F. Dorn, of Louisville, and Mrs. A. R 
l>etts .of Clarendon. Tex. The arrange¬

“The command to which Maj. Lane 
belonged came to Kentucky under the 
command of Col. T. H. McCray, com¬ 
manding the First brigade of the Third 
division of the Army of Kentucky, in 
September, 1862, and engaged In the 
battle at Richmond. Ky. This brigade, 
to which Maj. Lane was attached as a 
staff officer of Ool. McCray, retreated 
with Bragg's forces by the way of Cum¬ 
berland Gap into Tennessee, and im¬ 
mediately thereafter Gen. M. D. Ector 
was appointed Brigadier General and 
fLtwumed command of these Texas regi¬ 
ments: The Tenth, Fourteenth and 

Thirty-second Texas and the Twenty- 
nintK and Thirty-ninth North Carolina 
infantry, .and Maj. Lane was with that 
command thereafter until the end of the 
wrar. 

•‘Maj. Lone participated in all the 
battles of the Army of Tennessee, and 
it Is a notable historical fa<!t that Ect¬ 
or’s brigade, whenever ordered to 
charge a battery, Invariably captured 
it and brought the guns as trophies 
within the Confederate lines. 

“Maj. Lane was a man of intellect 
and scholarly accomplishments. By 
long odds he wtis the greatest lawyer 
on all questions arising under the ad¬ 
ministration of municipal government, 
as well as of the question of taxes, 
State, county and city, that Kentucky 
has had In the last fifty years. He 
was a man of marked Individuality and 
no man of the Jefferson county bar will 
be more distinctively missed than Maj. 
Lone “ 

Escaped From Prison Train. 

Maj. Sanders, continuing, told of how 
Maj. Lane escaped from an army prison 
train. He said: 

“Maj. Lane was captured In the Geor¬ 
gia campaign and was taken to Nash¬ 
ville. On a prison train from Nashville 
to this city Maj. Lane eluded his cap- 
tors. It was at the Green river bridge 
in Hart county that he escaped. He 
found himself among a Southern set¬ 
tlement and stayed at the home of Mrs. 
Brents, mother of Senator Brentz, untU 
he could get a suit of civilian’s cloth¬ 
ing. Then for several months he taught 
school in that neighborhood, and Judge 
Settle, of the Court of Appeals, was 
among his pupils. Later he joiued his 
command." 

Maj. Lam* was an untiring worker and 
members of the local bar say that It 
was his constant work that hastened 
his death. However. Maj. Lane was 
planning to retire from active practice 
on July 1, and. although he-did not 
wish to give up his practice, he was 
looking forward for that time to come. 
Although he wms Interested In polM 0 *. 
th«* only political office Maj. L*me ever 
held svi\s that of Back Tax Collector 
under Mayor Charles D. Jacob. For 
many years Maj. Lane and O. H. Har¬ 
rison were partners In the law firm of

TALKS OF GROWTH OF SOUTH. 


Birmingham, Ala., March 21.—Provi¬ 
dent W. W. FI nicy, of the Southern 
railway, delivered a« address before 
the Commercial Club of Birmingham 
thaa afternoon, which made an excel¬ 
lent Impression. A banquet was given 
Mr. Finley ait the Hotel Hillmbn to¬ 
night. which was attended by promi¬ 
nent men of Birmingham, And was the 
occasion for the assembling of a num¬ 
ber of well-known railroad men, among 
them being Col. E. L. Russell of Mo¬ 
bile, vice president of thq Mobile and 
Ohio, and W. J. Murphy, of Cincinnati, 
vice president of the Queen and Cres¬ 
cent. Mr. Finley's address was large¬ 
ly of local application, and he sought 
to show the immense influence the 
raltriads had exercised In the develop¬ 
ment of Birmingham and Alabama. 

He said in port: 

“Birmingham stands out as a monu¬ 
ment to the industrial awakening of 
tho South. Each time I visit your 
thriving city and see on every hand 
the many evidences of the rapid growth 
of the Birmingham district, I am more 
strongly confirmed Jn the conviction 

that the marvelous development of the 

South In the last quarter of a century 
is but a promise of what Is yet to come 
for that section. In mining end manu¬ 
facturing. as well as In agriculture. It 
Is destined to take a rank second to 
that of no other section of the United 
States. 

‘•The wonderful record of industrial 
and commercial expansion which I 
have so briefly summarized would not 
have been poefdble except for the de¬ 
velopment of transportation facilities, 
and if the development of this district 
Is to go on without Interruption, these 
facilities musrt continue to grow with 
your growth. Your interests and those 
of the railroads of this section are so 
absolutely Identical that you are vitally 
concerned in every proposition to im¬ 
pose legislative restrtotlone upon 
them.”

Isaac Hilliard, In his capacity ok a tax¬

The pUalntlff oska that 
the Board of Public Works bo prevent*d 
from allowing the George G. Febtor Com¬ 
pany to proceed with certain piwpoa d 
conduits and that the ordinance Is in¬ 
valid because It fails to provide that the 
privilege to lay conduits shall be put up 
at auction and sold to the highest bolder 
Furthermore, It is alleged that the George 
G. Fetter Company*, by the terms of Us 
articles of incorporation, is only permit¬ 
ted to engage ln the business of handling 
stationery. druggists' supplies, office 
sundries, etc., and that for this re.isou 
it cannot undertake to sell light, heat or 
power. It 4» charged that the company 
has contracted to supply the Abadle Com¬ 
pany with electricity and that It plans 
to lay conduits on Main street from Third 
avenue to a point midway between Fifth 
and Sixth stiwta; one on Market street 
from Fourth avenue to the next alley 
west; one on Fourth avenue from Mar¬ 
ket street to the next alley west; me 
along Congress alley from a point be¬ 
tween Third and Fourth avenues to a 
point between Fifth and Sixth streets. 

Char lee Wyman’s Will Upheld. 

The will of Charles D. Wyman, a *\- 
toonkeeprr at Eighteenth and Walnut 
street*, which had been contested by the 
decedent’s mother, Mrs. Louise Steel©, 
upon the charge that the wife had <x- 
e reined an undue Influence, was upheld by 
Judge Wilson in the County Court yester¬ 
day. The ruling was delivered froi# the 
bench after a hearing of proof and argu¬ 
ment. The proj>erty Involved is a house 
at Eighteenth and Walnut streets worth 
about *2.000. and by the terms of the will 
Nannie Wyman, the wife, was given the 
decedent's entire estate. They were mar¬ 
ried February 7. nnd the will Is dated 
March 10. It developed in the course of 
the evidence that Nannie Wyman had 
lived Kith her husband for several years 
before their marriage. The propound r 
produced a number of witnesses to swear 
uo the mental capacity of her husband. 

In dismissing the contest. Judge Wil»>n 
said: 

A good many people seem to have the 
mistaken opinion that when a wonuin 
gives her Ivfe to a man and he finally 
decides to rive her the Ixmor of his name 
and leave her his property that she ha* 
no rights. It Is my view that this, very 
act shows that he was capable of dis¬ 
posing of bis property in the most wine 
and righteou* manner. Ordinarily when 
a woman lives with a man this long with¬ 
out marriage she Is as good or better 
than he."
